Defense Rests in Sandusky 'D’ial 



Ex-assistant football 
coach doesn’t testify 
at his sex abuse trial 

Bellefonte, Pa. 

Jerry Sandusky’s lawyers finished 
putting on their case Wednesday 
without calling the former Penn 
State assistant football coach to 
the stand to rebut child sex abuse 
allegations that could put him in 
prison for the rest of his life. 

The sudden end to the defense’s 
presentation came on the seventh 
day, during which the jury heard 
from eight men — now 18 to 28 — 
who said the former coach sexually 
assaulted them after they met him 
through the charity he founded. 

Sandusky is charged with 51 
criminal counts for alleged abuse of 
10 boys over 15 years. He has denied 
the allegations but acknowledged in 
interviews following his arrest that 
he had showered with boys. 


The accusers described for 
jurors a range of sexual abuse at his 
hands, from allegations of groom- 
ing and fondling to oral sex and 
forced anal sex that one young man 
said left him injured. The identi- 
ties of two other alleged victims are 


unknown to investigators. 

The defense, which rested at 
calling 28 witnesses, has suggested 
the accusers have financial moti- 
vations for their claims and were 
improperly influenced by investi- 
gators. They also put on character 


Character Witness 

On Wednesday, Jerry Sandusky’s 
defense featured testimony from 
more defense character witnesses, 
including a couple of participants in 
Sandusky’s youth charity, the Sec- 
ond Mile. One of the former Second 
Mile participants, David Hilton, said 
he felt like investigators were try- 
ing to coach him into accusing San- 
dusky. The defense has sought to 
portray investigators as planting 
the seeds for accusations against 
Sandusky by sharing details of other 
alleged victims’ claims, (ap) 


witnesses who spoke of Sandusky’s 
sound reputation. Sandusky’s wife, 
Dottie, took the stand Tuesday and 
said she never saw him act inappro- 
priately with the accusers. 

The next steps in the trial are 
jury instructions and then closing 
arguments, set for Thursday morn- 
ing.

Experts: Science 
Lacking on 9/11 
Cancer Links 

New York 

Several experts say there’s no hard 
evidence to support the federal gov- 
ernment’s declaration this month 
that 50 kinds of cancer could be 
caused by exposure to World Trade 
Center dust. 

The decision could help hun- 
dreds of people get payouts from 
a multibillion-dollar World Trade 
Center health fund to repay those 
ailing after they breathed in toxic 
dust created by the collapsing twin 
towers on Sept. 11, 2001. 

But scientists say there is little 
research to prove toxic dust expo- 
sure caused cancer. And many say 
the payouts to cancer patients could 
take money away from those suf- 
fering from illnesses linked to Sept. 
11, like asthma, (ap)

A Modest Move by Fed 


Updating the Economic Outlook 

The Federal Reserve now thinks the economy will grow no more than 2.4 
percent this year. That compares with its forecast in April that the economy 
could grow up to 2.9 percent. And it thinks the unemployment rate, now 8.2 
percent, won’t fall much further in 2012. In its statement Wednesday, the Fed 
noted that oil and gas prices have fallen. Lower prices give the Fed room to 
take further action without igniting inflation, (ap) 


Long-term interest 
rate plan extended 
through end of year 

Washington 

The Federal Reserve is trying again 
to jolt an economy that’s being held 
back by a weakened job market. 

To spur borrowing and spend- 
ing, it’s extending Operation Twist, 
a program designed to lower long- 
term U.S. interest rates. 

Under Operation Twist, the Fed 
has been selling $400 billion in 
short-term Treasurys since Sep- 
tember and buying longer-term 
Treasurys. It said it will extend the 
program through December using 
$267 billion in securities. 

But extending Operation Twist 
might not provide much benefit. 
Businesses and consumers who 
aren’t borrowing now might not do 
so if rates slipped slightly more. 

“This move is largely symbol- 


ic,” said David Jones, chief econo- 
mist at DMJ Advisors. Jones esti- 
mates Operation Twist will lower 
long-term rates by only about one- 
tenth of a percentage point. 

At the end of a two-day policy 
meeting Wednesday, the Fed also 
sharply reduced its forecast for 
U.S. growth and said it’s prepared 
to act further to bolster the econ- 
omy. It reiterated its plan to keep 
short-term interest rates at record 
lows until at least late 2014. 

“If we’re not seeing a sustained 
improvement in the labor mar- 
ket, that would require addition- 
al action,” Federal Reserve Chair- 


man Ben Bernanke said. 

Wall Street wasn’t impressed by 
the Fed’s limited response Wednes- 
day. Stock prices barely budged. 
And analysts questioned how much 
benefit the Fed’s latest economy- 
boosting effort would have, in part 
because interest rates are already 
near record lows. 

Bernanke noted that the econ- 
omy is under threat from Europe’s 
debt crisis and the prospect of 
sharp spending cuts and tax 
increases that would take effect 
at the end of the year without a 
congressional agreement, martin

Suit; Hebrew National Not Kosher 


New York 

The maker of Hebrew National is 
standing by the kosher status of its 
hot dogs and other meats. 

ConAgra Foods Inc. says a law- 
suit that claims its products aren’t 
really kosher is without merit. The 
suit claims that ConAgra charges 
premium prices for Hebrew Nation- 
al meats, which it says aren’t real- 
ly 100 percent kosher. 

For example, the suit says that 
employees at AER Services Inc., 
a third-party kosher certifier for 
ConAgra, complained of witness- 
ing nonkosher procedures at meat 
plants. Minneapolis-based law firm 
Blackwell Burke filed the lawsuit 
on behalf of 11 consumers. 

The suit filed in U.S. District

ered kosher, the animal the meat 
came from must be healthy and 
clean. The knives used to butcher 
the animal must constantly be in- 
spected to ensure that they have no 
nicks. Removal of blood and post-in- 
spection must also be in accordance 
with standards of Jewish law. (ap)

Immigration issues 
stirring up the 2012 
presidential contest 

Orlando, Fla. 

No longer a back-burner issue, 
immigration is roiling the presi- 
dential contest as President Obama 
and Republican Mitt Romney seek 
to court the nation’s swelling His- 
panic population. The outcome 
could influence political battle 
lines and shape American politics 
for generations. 

By week’s end, both candidates 
will address the same Latino polit- 
ical convention in Florida, show- 
casing contrasting political ideolo- 
gies at a pivotal time. The Supreme 
Court is about to render judgment 
on a get-tough Arizona law, and just 
last week the Democratic president 
announced plans to ease deporta- 
tion rules for some children of ille- 
gal immigrants. 

With Election Day less than five 
months away, Hispanic voters are 
energized and paying close atten- 
tion, said Arturo Vargas, executive 
director of the National Association 
of Latino Elected and Appointed 
Officials, which hosts this week’s 
convention. “There’s a lot at stake. 
We’re talking about a significant 
share of the American electorate 
that could well decide this elec- 
tion,” Vargas said.

Officials Delay Egypt’s Runoff Results 


Mubarak’s Health Stabilizes 

Ousted leader Hosni Mubarak, 84, was in a 

coma Wednesday but off life support, and his vital 
organs were functioning, Egyptian officials said. 
Overnight, state media reported that he suffered a 
stroke and was put on life support, and the ambigu- 
ity over his condition has fueled skepticism among 
the public. Mubarak was convicted June 2 for failing 
to stop the killing of protesters during last year’s up- 
rising and sentenced to life in prison, (ap) 



Political unrest rises 
amid plans for probe 
of vote complaints 

Cairo 

Authorities delayed Thursday’s 
planned announcement of the win- 
ner of Egypt’s presidential election, 
likely for several days, hiking ten- 
sion as allegations of fraud swirled 
and each candidate declared he 
was the victor. 

Amid the political confusion, 
the Muslim Brotherhood claimed 
there was an organized campaign 
of allegations against it to mar the 
election and keep its candidate, 
Mohammed Morsi, out of the pres- 


idency. The accusation raises ten- 
sions and the possibility of a back- 
lash from the Brotherhood if its 
rival, ex-prime minister Ahmed 
Shafiq, is declared the winner. 

On top of the potentially explo- 
sive dispute over the election is 
murkiness over the latest health 
scare of ex-president Hosni Muba- 
rak, who was ousted last year and 
is serving a life sentence. 

Egypt’s election of a successor 
to Mubarak was long touted as a 
landmark moment, the choosing of 
the country’s first civilian president 
in generations, who was meant to 
take over for the generals who have 
ruled since Mubarak’s removal on 
Feb. 11, 2011. Instead, it is shaping 
into a possible confrontation pit- 


ting the Brotherhood against the 
military and entrenched elements 
of Mubarak’s old regime. 

In the past week, the ruling 
generals have secured themselves 
sweeping powers that effectively 
subordinate the next president. 


A court order dissolved parlia- 
ment, which was led by the Brother- 
hood, and the military issued a dec- 
laration that makes the generals the 
nation’s legislators and gives them 
control of the budget. The gener- 
als will also oversee the writing of 


Egypt’s new constitution. 

“The next few days will probably 
be difficult for Egypt and the Egyp- 
tians,” said Montasser el-Zayat, a 
rights lawyer and activist. 

Hundreds of Brotherhood sup- 
porters camped out in Cairo’s Tah- 
rir Square on Wednesday night, 
vowing to stay in place until the 
parliament is reinstated. 

Egypt’s Elections Commis- 
sion said in a statement that the 
results will be postponed because 
a panel must look into about 400 
complaints over voting. It gave no 
new date, but its secretary-gener- 
al told the state Al-Ahram news- 
paper that the winner would be 
announced Saturday or Sunday.

A suicide bomber killed 21 people, 
including three U.S. soldiers, at a 
checkpoint in a packed market in 
eastern Afghanistan on Wednes- 
day — the third assault targeting 
Americans in as many days. 

The daily violence is threatening 
to undermine international hopes 
of an orderly handover to Afghan 
forces at the end of 2014. 

Though American officials 
stress successes in establishing 
pockets of governance in some 


areas, the east and south contin- 
ue to be plagued by regular attacks 
and clashes. 

Wednesday’s attack took place in 
a crowded marketplace in the city 
of Khost, near the Pakistani border. 
The assailant approached on foot 
and detonated his explosives. 

Three U.S. soldiers and an 
Afghan interpreter were killed. Of 
the 17 other Afghans killed, offi- 
cials said, two were police officers 
and the rest were civilians. Anoth-

How to Beat the Heat on Metro 


With temperatures 
going up, stations and 
cars may be too hot 

Transportation 

It’s come to this: The heat is so 
intense that Metro has suspended 
its no-drinking policy, at least for 
water. Riders can bring water into 
the transit system and consume it 
on buses and trains and in stations 
Wednesday and Thursday. 

But there are things, besides 
staying hydrated, that you can 
do to help yourself and your fel- 
low riders. Here are some tips for 
the summer. 


a If the Metro car is hot, don’t 
just sit there. At the next station, 
try another car. The cars have their 
own cooling equipment. On sum- 
mer days when I’ve carried a dig- 
ital thermometer from car to car. 
I’ve found variations of 10 
degrees. 

a Riders can usually tell the 
difference between a car that’s 
warm because it’s hot outside and 
a car with an AC problem. I’ve seen 
riders on platforms pivot away from 
a car entrance as soon as the doors 
open, and they feel the air from 
inside. Also, the car probably won’t 
have too many riders aboard, 
because they’ve already followed 
Step 1 and moved. 


Temperatures within the sta- 
tions also vary. Move around. In 
one of the portal stations, Like 
Union Station, it may be slightly 
cooler on the side farthest from 
the outside air. During the sum- 
mer, Metro puts big fans on 
some hot platforms. It can help. 


w Go to one of the rail car inter- 
coms and tell the operator the car 
is hot. The operator will call that 
in. Metro has maintenance staff- 
ers along the lines so they can 
board the cars and try to fix the 
problems. A hot car is a sufficient 
emergency to use the intercom. 


^ If a train car’s doors don’t 
open when it reaches the platform, 
it may well be that maintenance 
couldn’t fix the problem on the go 
and sealed off the hot car. 

» Above ground, the sunlight 
shining on one side or the other of 
a train makes a big difference in 
the temperature. 

» The rail cars are never going 
to feel like the inside of your home 
or office with the AC on. There are 
three doorways on each side of the 
car to suck in hot air and release 
the cool. Trains that have recent- 
ly entered service tend to be warm- 
er, because the air conditioning 
hasn’t taken effect, robe rt Thomson

HIV Rate Doubles for Black Women 


Study: Infection up 
in District’s poorest 
wards in past 2 years 

Washington 

The HIV infection rate for hetero- 
sexual African American women 
in the District’s poorest neigh- 
borhoods nearly doubled in two 
years, from 6.3 percent to 12.1 
percent, according to a new study 
released Tuesday by the D.C. health 
department. 

This large increase reflects both 
wider testing of people who were 
previously unaware of their sta- 
tus and possibly a still-rising rate 


of new infections in that high-risk 
group, officials said. 

The disease remains at epidemic 
levels in Washington. 

In releasing the study. District 
health officials also announced 
new recommendations for doctors 
and other providers to start treat- 
ment immediately for all persons 
newly diagnosed with HIV instead 
of waiting for evidence that some- 
one’s immune system has been 
severely damaged. 

The new recommendations 
are in keeping with new federal 
guidelines. 

On Tuesday, officials also released 
the health department’s annual 
update on HIV/AIDS, which showed

a drop in the overall number of new 
AIDS cases over four years and 
improvements in getting infected 
people into care quickly.

The annual snapshot also gives 
a more accurate picture than in 
previous reports for the num- 
ber of people living with HIV or 
AIDS because of an improved 
tracking system that eliminates 
duplication. 

There were 14,465 residents, or 
about 2.7 percent of District resi- 
dents older than 12, who were liv- 
ing with HIV or AIDS in 2010, the 
year covered in the report. 

That prevalence rate — the total 
percentage of people in a popula- 
tion with the condition or disease 
at a given time — is among the

This Season’s Blue Crabs Bigger, 


Fenwick Island, Md. 

Picture them laid out on a brown 
paper-wrapped picnic table: steam- 
ing hot Maryland blue crabs, cov- 
ered in Old Bay. 

Add to that fresh corn on the 
cob, steamed shrimp, fried chick- 
en and hush puppies, with steam 
rising off the whole setup. 

Is your mouth watering yet? 
It’s crab season, and that means 
families will flock to crab houses 
across the Shore, ordering them 
by the dozen. 

Best of all, this year the crabs 
are bigger, more plentiful and 
cheaper. 

“Crabbers are doing good. Right 
now the supply is overwhelming,” 


said Danny Webster, a waterman 
who works out of Deal Island. 

He buys from crabbers and sells 
to restaurants. 

“Down here, there’s so many 
crabs. The other day a man got 
400 bushels in his cooler. They’re 
catching more than the market can 
stand,” he said. 

John Oleksak, a manager at 
Higgins Crab House in Ocean City, 
said because the supply is so high 
and demand not as great, they just 
lowered their prices on bushels and 
half bushels by $10. 

“[There’s] plenty of supply right 
this second,” he said. 

Oleksak said that at Higgins, 
the first couple weeks of June are 
not typically very busy, but busi-

Because of the mild weather 
this winter, watermen and sea- 
food retailers have said they start- 
ed seeing blue crabs earlier than 
normal. 

“It’s all about the [water] tem- 
perature in the bay,” Webster said. 
“It’ll bring the soft crabs a week to 
10 days earlier.” 

Environmental officials on the 
Shore say water temperatures were 
about 10 degrees higher this year 
than last. The warmer winter most 
likely affected marine life, accord-

A ‘Furious’ Showdown 


A House panel finds Holder in contempt as Obama invokes executive privilege 



Washington 

A House panel voted Wednesday to 
hold Attorney General Eric Holder 
Jr. in contempt for failing to com- 
ply with a congressional inqui- 
ry into Operation “Fast and Furi- 
ous ” intensifying along-simmering 
feud between the Obama admin- 
istration and Republican lawmak- 
ers and dealing an embarrassing 
blow to the nation’s highest-rank- 
ing law enforcement official. 

The party-line vote at a House 
Oversight and Government Reform 
Committee meeting came hours 
after President Obama invoked 
executive privilege, the first time 
he has done so, to withhold doc- 
uments related to a botched gun- 
trafficking investigation. 

House leaders said they would 
schedule a vote of the entire cham- 
ber on the matter next week unless 
Holder hands over the documents 
before then. If the full House votes 
to find Holder in contempt, the U.S. 
attorney for the District of Colum- 
bia would have to decide whether 
to criminally prosecute him. 

In a statement. Holder called 
the vote “an extraordinary, unprec- 
edented and entirely unnecessary 
action, intended to provoke an 
avoidable conflict between Con- 
gress and the Executive Branch.” 

Adding to the administration’s 
defiance. White House Commu- 
nications Director Dan Pfeiffer 
accused Republicans of orches- 
trating a “taxpayer-funded elec- 


tion-year fishing expedition.” 

“If the Justice Department had 
delivered the documents they free- 
ly admitted they could have deliv- 
ered, we wouldn’t be here today,” 
said panel chairman Darrell Issa, 
R-Calif 

Congressional committees have 
held executive branch officials in 
criminal contempt of Congress 
roughly a dozen times in the past 
40 years. Usually, administration 
officials cite executive privilege in 
refusing to share information, but 
eventually turn over requested doc- 
uments, according to the Congres- 
sional Research Service. 


Holder attempted to stave off 
Wednesday’s vote by meeting late 
Tuesday with lawmakers to strike 
a deal that would have the Depart- 
ment of Justice hand over request- 
ed documents in exchange for the 
House panel dropping its plans to 
vote on contempt charges. But Issa 
declined the offer. 

The operation, named after the 
popular movie, was run out of the 
Phoenix division of the Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms and 
Explosives between 2009 and 2011. 
ATF agents targeting the Mexico- 
based Sinaloa drug cartel did not 
interdict more than 2,000 guns 


they suspected of being bought ille- 
gally, in the hope of tracking them 
to the cartel. The ATF lost track of 
most of the firearms, some of which 
have been found at crime scenes in 
Mexico and the U.S. 

The White House, in asserting 
a power that many Democrats had 
attacked George W. Bush for using, 
risked opening itself up to further 
criticism for secrecy. Obama’s asser- 
tion of privilege will likely become 
fodder for political opponents who 
have accused him of trying to avoid 
congressional scrutiny, edo keefe,

Q: How can a president shrug off 
a subpoena from a congressional 
committee? 

A: Presidents say they should 
be free to engage in private deci- 
sion-making with their advisers 
without fearing how their inter- 
nal memos might look. 

Q: Where does the idea of execu- 
tive privilege come from? 

A: If s based on the constitution- 
ally mandated separation of 
powers — the idea that the exec- 
utive branch. Congress and the 
courts operate independently. 
The concept dates at least to 
1792, when President George 
Washington and his Cabinet de- 
cided the president had the right 
to refuse to turn over documents 
if disclosing them would harm 
the public. 

Q: Didn’t the Supreme Court 
settle the issue when it ordered 
President Richard Nixon to hand 
over the Watergate tapes? 

A: Not really. The court ordered 
Nixon to surrender the tapes in a 
criminal investigation. But it also 
found a constitutional basis for 
executive privilege. 

Q: Why not go to court to settle 
questions about executive privi- 
lege once and for all? 

A: There's too much risk. Presi- 
dents worry that if they lose, 
courts will weaken the power 
of the office. If lawmakers lose, 
they could weaken Congress'

Detwiler Joins Rotation 


Nationals shake it up, 
Wang goes to bullpen 
to work on delivery 


The Nationals 

As the Nationals and Rays con- 
tinued to exchange barbs about 
the pine tar on Joel Peralta’s glove, 
the Nationals made a significant 
baseball decision Wednesday: 
Ross Detwiler will move back 
into the rotation as the Nation- 
als’ fifth starter and Chien-Ming 
Wang will pitch out of the bullpen 
as he fixes a mechanical glitch in 
his delivery. 

“Chien-Ming is very valuable 
to us,” Davey Johnson said. “In 
the [four] starts, he hasn’t gotten 
better with his mechanics. I need 
him. I need him to get right. I real- 
ly like where his arm strength is at. 
But I really need him to get back 
comfortable.” 

Wang will work closely with 
pitching coach Steve McCatty while 
pitching as a reliever. Wang has 
been rushing through his deliv- 
ery, which causes his arm to drag 
behind his body and prevents 
him from getting his hand on top 
of the ball. The result is a fast- 
ball that lacks its trademark sink 
and instead moves wildly across 
the plate. 

The glitch has made Wang inef- 
fective. Wang has a 6.62 ERA over 
four starts, allowing 14 walks and 
26 hits in only 17 2/3 innings. Last 
night, the Rays drilled seven hits 
and drew three walks against him 
as they scored five runs in only 3 
1/3 innings. 

Detwiler relieved Wang and 
again showed how dominant he 
can be at his best. The 26-year-old 
left-hander retired 11 of 12 hitters 
in 3 1/3 hitless innings. Since the

“He 
was dominating last night. Very 
aggressive after the hitters.”

With Henry Rodriguez and Drew 
Storen nearing returns from inju- 
ry, Johnson feels comfortable with 
the state of his bullpen even with 
Wang, who because of the shoul- 
der surgery he recovered from last 
year requires extra time to warm up.

A new exhibit showcases 
Jasper Johns' innovative 
work as a printmaker 


Museums 

Jasper Johns broke into the art world in 
1958 as a painter. Within two years he 
had become a printmaker as well. The 
latter vocation is the focus of “Jasper 
Johns: Variations on a Theme ” a new 
show at the Phillips Collection. 

Abroad survey of Johns’ printmak- 
ing, the 101-piece exhibition was initi- 
ated by the Phillips and will not trav- 
el to other museums. It stretches from 
his first lithograph to work Johns, 82, 
completed just last year. 

“We’ve never had a Jasper Johns 
exhibition,” says Phillips assistant 
curator Renee Maurer, who organized 
the show. “We wanted to bring all his 
themes together. We thought, ‘Why not 
do it on paper? And why not do it in a 
way where you can show him working 
from I960 to 2011?’” 

The paintings in the South Carolina- 
bred artist’s first solo show, in 1958 at 
New York’s Leo Castelli Gallery, were

heavily layered in the manner of abstract 
expressionism. But Johns’ use of such 
ready-made motifs as targets and the 
American flag showed an affinity for the 
pop art of Andy Warhol and Roy Lichten- 
stein, whose work drew on commercial 
art and used printing techniques. 


Johns and his contemporaries were 
taken with “the idea of looking at an 
object and wondering how you can 
vary it,” Maurer says. “If it’s black-and- 
white, what will it look like in color? If 
it’s a lithograph, what will it look like 
in an etching?” 

There are various stories about how 
Johns came to work with Universal Lim- 
ited Art Editions, a New York-based fine- 
art-print publisher through which he 
created his first lithographs, many of 
which were riffs on earlier paintings. 
One is that ULAE’s founder, Tatyana 
Grosman, saw Johns’ first show and 
“thought there was something about 
Johns’ work that would really transfer 
very well to lithography,” Maurer says. 
Another is that fellow artist Larry Riv- 
ers advised Johns to go to ULAE because 
“you can make some money by selling 
some prints.” 

“Variations on a Theme” traces Johns’ 
printmaking evolution by chronology, 
but also by motifs. These include pri- 
mary colors and stenciled numbers and 
letters, as well as his trademark targets 
and flags. In his later work, the artist 
adds autobiographical images, abstract 
patterns and references to such artis- 
tic influences as French surrealist Mar- 
cel Duchamp. 

The show explores the link between 
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Lead and ‘Bread’ 

Most of the pieces in this show are on paper, but a few are made from 
stamped sheets of something more substantial: lead. Such works 
as 1969’s “Bread" (above) and “Light Bulb" were made at Gemini us- 
ing an innovative technique the workshop developed with Johns’ 
guidance. While they incorporate three-dimensional objects, Mau- 
rer says, “they’re considered a printed medium, because it’s an em- 
bossed technique." But these works-on-lead also show how Johns 
continually blurs artistic categories. 


Johns’ prints and sculpture. 1982’s 
“Voice 2,” a riff on a 1971 paint- 
ing of the same name, breaks the 
work’s title into three panels, with 
the letters in a curved, overlapping 
pattern. “He wants you to consider 
this three-panel piece as if you are 
looking around a cylindrical object,” 
Maurer explains. “He wants you to 
look beyond the paper.” 

In the 1990s, the curator notes, 
Johns had a workshop built spe- 
cifically for making etchings and 
lithography, adjacent to his paint- 
ing studio in Connecticut. Moving 
between the two has enlivened the 


artist’s work in both mediums, Mau- 
rer suggests. But she just might pre- 
fer the prints. 

She contrasts “Untitled,” a 
2011 intaglio print, with the 2000 
painting that preceded it. “The 
painting began as something 
very dark, layered and heavy,” 
she says. “But the print became 
light, transparent and ethereal.”

Elevating the Party Walk

Step Afrika! blends 
traditional dance with 
modern hip-hop beats

They’re two art forms that have roots 
in African American culture, but 
stepping and hip-hop have less in 
common than you might think. 

Stepping — a performance style 
common in African American frater- 
nities and sororities that combines 
synchronized movement and sound 
— has been around for almost 100 
years, and its traditional roots out- 
side the United States go back even 
further. Hip-hop, meanwhile, is still 
a young genre. 

But they complement each other 
in intriguing ways. And C. Brian Wil- 
liams, executive director and found- 
er of D.C.-based dance company Step 
Afrika!, is combining the two in the 
troupe’s latest performance, “Nxt/ 
Step,” opening Thursday. 

“The show is about what’s hap- 
pening now,” says Williams, whose 
company, founded 18 years ago, now 


tours its distinctive brand of move- 
ment all over the world. “We’re look- 
ing at hip-hop and playing with it in 
terms of stepping.” 

This is a change from last year’s 
show, which used stepping to tell 
the tale of painter Jacob Law- 
rence’s “Migration Series,” set 
in the early part of the 20th cen- 


tury. The new show, rather than 
using images, focuses on sound 
— the music accompanying each 
piece as well as the sounds the 
performers make with their feet 
and hands. 

One piece, “Party Walk,” high- 
lights a key element of African Amer- 
ican fraternity and sorority culture. 


“If you go to a party on an African 
American college campus, [people] 
move through the party doing a 
kind of line dance,” says Williams. 
That’s known as a “party walk,” 
and the piece will highlight the var- 
ious styles found around the coun- 
try, backed up by songs such as Lil 
Wayne’s “Six Foot, Seven Foot” and

the remix of Rihanna’s “Birthday 
Cake” with Chris Brown. 

Another piece is set to a go-go 
beat, a decision that was made 
months before Chuck Brown died, 
says WUiams. Peppered throughout 
the evening will be performances by 
guest artist Kenny Muhammad, a 
nationally acclaimed beat-boxer who 
has performed with the New York 
Philharmonic. He’ll be freestyling 
and accompanying the dancers in 
pieces sure to get the floor thump- 
ing with a contagious beat. 

If they’re really feeling the 
rhythm, people in the audience 
can join the company in a line 
dance. “It wouldn’t be a Step Afri- 
ka! show without audience par- 
ticipation,” says Williams, amanda

In 2008, Laura Burhenn — then a 
D.C.-based musician playing in the 
indie-pop duo Georgie James — vis- 
ited the Corcoran Gallery of Art to 
see an exhibition of Richard Avedon’s 
photographs. One in particular stood 
out to her, “a black-and-white pic- 
ture of old women in satin gowns,” 
she recalls. “It had a very powerful 
title: ‘Generals of the Daughters of 


the American Revolution.’” 

It wasn’t the history that captured 
her imagination — it was that title 
and its imagery. “It was a real con- 
trast to the women themselves, who 
were not what I expected to see.” 

A lot has happened since that 
visit: Georgie James broke up, and 
Burhenn moved to Omaha, Neb., 
and started a band called the Myna- 
birds. But Avedon’s photo has lin- 
gered in Burhenn’s creative life since 
that day at the Corcoran: It inspired 
the title and tone of “Generals,” the 
Mynabirds’ second album. 

“I really wanted to update the 
protest song form,” she explains, to 


target both an unending war abroad 
and a hostile political climate at 
home. “At the same time, I also want- 
ed to breathe new life into the idea of 
a pop song. I wanted something fun 
and smart and meaningful.” 

Anyone expecting the earnest- 


ness and acoustic austerity ofWoody 
Guthrie may be caught off-guard 
by the military percussion of “Wolf 
Mother” and the R&B rhythms of the 
title track, not to mention the sharp 
lyrics about politics and power. 

Drawing from those ideas. 


Burhenn started a photographic 
project called the New Revolution- 
ists (Thenewrevolutionists.org), fea- 
turing her own black-and-white por- 
traits of women from various fields 
and generations. Country singer 
Rosanne Cash and comedy writer 
Lizz Winstead are featured along- 
side lesser-knowns: doctors, small- 
business owners, even Burhenn’s 
eighth-grade English teacher. 

“There are a lot of women who 
don’t necessarily think they’re 
doing anything important in their 
daily lives, but they don’t realize 
they inspire other people,” Burhenn 
says. “It’s reminded me that my 
interactions with people are very 
important, whether they be large 
or small.” Stephen m. deusner

ACTRESS, THE MERRY WIVES’ 

“The Merry Wives of Windsor,” Shake- 
speare's play about two smart, funny 
women, boasts what is possibly (oh, the 
speculation) one of the only original plots the 
Bard ever came up with. His titular heroines. 
Mistress Ford and Mistress Page, conspire to 
outsmart the conniving Falstaff as he drives 
to seduce and swindle them. We caught up 
with Veanne Cox, who plays Mistress Page in 
the Shakespeare Theatre’s new production. 

This is set right after World War I, 
when the British class system was 
really changing. How does class affect 
relationships in the play? 

“Merry Wives" has the distinction of being 
the singular play that Shakespeare wrote 
about his contemporaries, about middle- 
class Elizabethan times. One of the strug- 
gles in this play for me has been not being a 
queen or a pauper. It’s harder to be normal; 
the distinctions are more subtle. 

“Merry Wives" is one of the only 
Shakespeare plays that has a really 
strong, central friendship between two 
women who aren’t sisters. 

Yes! It’s a singular joy to see the collabo- 
ration between two smart, funny, out-for- 
fun women. It’s shocking that Shakespeare 
comes around to giving us that; it’s so rare. 

It’s a really uncommonly nuanced 
relationship for such a broad comedy. 

I’d call it subtle, but the lengths that they go 
to to enjoy themselves aren’t exactly subtle. 

I have a leading lady! I thoroughly enjoy hav- 
ing a leading man, always, but this is a differ-

Different Drummer 

A Local director tracks 
an elusive rock star in 
‘Beware of Mr. Baker'

Put Jay Bulger in a box and he’ll 
punch his way out of it — literal- 
ly. In his 30 years, the D.C. native 
has been a Golden Gloves boxer, a 
Vogue cover model, a cancer sur- 
vivor and a Rolling Stone writer. 
That last one started as a bluff: He 
had to persuade Ginger Baker, the 
cantankerous drummer for leg- 
endary British rock band Cream, 
to talk to him so he could eventu- 
ally direct a film about the elusive 
musician’s life. 

Bulger was drawn to Baker as a 
fan of his music, but also because the 
drummer’s behavior had become the 
stuff of legend in recent years. (Four 
years ago, for instance. Baker offered 
to drop trou in court to prove his 
innocence in a financial fraud case.) 
In 2008, Bulger followed Baker to 
South Africa, moving into his seclud- 
ed home there for two months. Baker 
didn’t turn out to be the easiest 
subject. Though he remains 
a respected artist, he’s also 
an ill-tempered scoundrel 
who suffers no fools — 
including Bulger. 

Nevertheless, Bulg- 
er came away with his first 
article for a major magazine, “The 
Devil and Ginger Baker,” which 
ran in Rolling Stone in August 
2009. The seven-page spread laid 
the groundwork for what would 
become Bulger’s first feature-length 
film, “Beware of Mr. Baker,” which 
he filmed during a follow-up trip

in 2010. The brutally honest and 
rollicking documentary debuted 
at this year’s South by Southwest 
film festival and won the event’s 
jury award. 

Ahead of the film’s screening Sat- 
urday at this year’s AFI-Discovery 
Channel’s Silverdocs festival, 
Bulger spoke about finding 
the humanity in such an 
irascible character. 


What was the most 
difficult part of making 
“Beware of Mr. Baker"? 

Ginger. He was really challenging. 
Sustaining that daily abuse was pret- 
ty hard without giving up. There was 
definitely a part of me egotistical- 
ly wishing every day he’d be like, 
“Thank you so much for coming 
back. Jay! This is going to be such 
a good movie!”

What did he actually say? 

“The movie’s [expletive] and you’re a

The Enemy Among Them 

People join the military for a number of reasons: to pay for college, to serve their 
country, to blow stuff up. As the new doc “The Invisible War" makes brutally clear, 
a good number of women who enlist will get something else: sexually assaulted. 
Director Kirby Dick, whose “This Film Is Not Yet Rated" exposed the MPAA’s 
moronic ratings system, delivers a searing, heartbreaking film that examines just 
a fraction of the 19,000 violent sex crimes that happened in the military in 2010 
alone. The lack of justice that ensues in the all-too-rare occasions when a victim 
reports the crime would be laughable if the problem weren’t so incredibly serious.

Walter Nash got started in the barbecue business 
young. Very young. “When I was a kid, my father 
would go around to different organizations and 
cook pig,” says Nash, the owner of Lefty’s, who 
grew up in Georgia. “I always knew where he 
was at, so during the day I would go there and 
watch what he was doing and help out with what 
I could do.” 

In 1989, with his grandfather’s sauce recipe in 
hand, Nash opened Lefty’s Barbecue. The restau- 
rant now sells all types of barbecue, along with 
fried catfish and soul-food sides like macaroni and 
cheese, fried okra and a sweet potato souffle that 
isn’t so much a vegetable as it is a dessert. 

Lefty’s has little in common with the chain res- 
taurants that surround it, but that could change 
soon. Nash’s son, Walter Nash Jr., plans to open 10 
franchise locations in the area that will sell Lefty’s 
carryout meals. Nash isn’t worried that going cor- 
porate will diminish Lefty’s out-the-door lines, but 
he has thought a lot about the flavors of the new 
locations’ mass-produced sauce (which required 
months of development with various manufactur- 
ers). He’s confident the made-in-bulk sauces will 
beat any other recipe. The manufacturers are “prob- 
ably not going to [replicate the in-house sauce] 100 
percent,” Nash says. “But if they get 90 percent of 
it, and your 90 percent is 50 percent better than 
anyone else out there, you’re winning.” 


The Route Less 
Taste-Tested 


Where it cuts through Waldorf, Nd., U.S. 
Route 301 isn't exactly scenic. It’s a four-lane 
road dominated by car dealerships and punctuated with 
traffic lights, none of which are synced quite right. 

There’s no shortage of places to eat: You’ve got Outback 
and Red Robin and Panera and, of course, McDonald’s. 
Bob Evans is popular with the after-church crowd, and 
you’ll be waiting awhile at IHOP if it’s a holiday. 

But amid all of the corporate-created entities, some 
small, independent places are thriving. Here are three 
of our favorite Waldorf restaurants worth seeking out, 
whether you live in town or beyond, kristen page-kirby (express)

In a strip mall just south of Lefty’s 
huddles Brasas Rotisserie and Grill, 
a four-year-old South American spot 
that mixes a mean mojito. Brasas 
stands out for its happy-hour deals 
($5 tapas, glasses of sangria and 
mojitos) and its food, which couldn’t 
be more different from the chicken 
fingers and burgers served at all the 
places around it. The restaurant’s spe- 
cialities include ceviche and a wine- 
infused, chewy steak-and-potatoes 
dish called solomillo al jerez. 

Owner Claudia Rivas — who once 
painted home interiors for a living 
— opened Brasas because she and 
her husband simply craved some- 
where good to eat. “Every time we 
wanted to go out, it was corporate,” 
says Rivas. “We’d have to go to D.C., 
to Old Town [Alexandria] to find 
different flavors. And I thought, 
‘That’s it, we’ve got to bring some- 
thing different to the table.’” 

Rivas also wanted to keep her 
restaurant close to home. “I felt that 
not only did I want to bring some- 
thing different, I wanted to be a part 
of the community. My daughter went 
to school here. Why would I drive 
to D.C. or Alexandria to open a res- 
taurant when I live here?” 

Rivas doesn’t have much in the 
way of an advertising budget, and 
she knows what she’s up against. 
It stares her in the face every day 
at work. “We have TVs behind the 
bar and we put them on Food Net- 
work, and you see all these commer- 
cials for these big restaurants. We 
can’t do that,” she says. “But if peo- 
ple come in, they come back. They 
almost always come back.”

The man behind Kodori Japanese Restaurant is known sim- 
ply as Mr. Kim. The sushi chef and owner, Terri Kim actu- 
ally made a name for himself at the nearby Sakura Japa- 
nese Steak and Seafood House before opening his own place 
seven years ago. “Everybody just loved the way he made his 
sushi, because everything was perfect,” says Kelly Robinson, 
Kodori’s manager. “The customers [at Sakura] were always 
telling him to open his own place. So he saved a little money 
and then opened up Kodori.” 

While chain and grocery-store sushi had been around Wal- 
dorf for years, Kim offered rolls that weren’t cookie-cutter. 
At Kodori, diners can watch Kim make each order behind 
the small sushi bar (he’s usually on his own, so if it’s a busy 
night, be prepared to wait). 

Kim and his wife, Sena, also broke new ground by opening 
the first Korean restaurant in the area. That’s right — even 
though “Japanese” is in the restaurant’s name, Kodori is also 
a destination for Korean food. The Kims are originally from 
Korea, and Sena handles the Korean side of the business. 
Kodori blends food from both ethnicities, offering the typi- 
cal Japanese miso soup and ginger salad, as well as Korean 
panch’an (small snacks) such as kimchi and an addictive 
shaved potato dish called gamja bokkeum. 

Kodori has survived (and thrived) even though the restau- 
rant has never advertised. “All of our business has been [through] 
word-of-mouth,” Robinson says. “And we are always busy.”

Team deals guard, 
late pick to Hornets 
for Okafor, Ariza 


The Wizards 

The Washington Wizards have 
reached an agreement to deal 
Rashard Lewis and the No. 46 pick 
in the upcoming NBA draft to the 
New Orleans Hornets in exchange 
for veterans Emeka Okafor and 
Trevor Ariza. 

Lewis was not in the plans for 
the Wizards going into the next sea- 
son and they had to find a willing 
trade partner or give him a $13.7 
million buyout by June 30. Rath- 
er than pay Lewis not to play for 
them, the Wizards elected to use 
that money on Okafor, the No. 2 
pick of the 2004 NBA draft, and 
Ariza, who won a championship 
ring in 2009 with the Los Ange- 
les Lakers. 

“We are pleased to add two 
more solid pieces as we continue 
to build our roster with a balance 
of proven veterans and the core of 
young talent that we have devel- 
oped,” said team president Ernie 
Grunfeld. “Emeka’s defensive pres- 
ence and rebounding ability will 
combine with Trevor’s versatili- 
ty to add new dimensions to our 
frontcourt, and both players fit in 
very well with the type of team-first 
culture that we have been working 
to establish.” 

Okafor and Ariza are owed a 
combined $43 million through 
2013-14 and are expected to pro- 
vide an added veteran presence for 
a team that currently has seven 
players with less than three years of 
experience and will add two more 
rookies in the draft, with picks No. 
3 and No. 32. 

Okafor, 29, averaged 9.9 points

and 7.9 rebounds last season but 
was limited to just 27 games and 
missed the final three months of 
the season with a left knee injury. 
The 6 -foot-10 Okafor has career 
averages of 12.7 points and 10.1 
rebounds in a seven-year career 
with Charlotte and New Orleans 
and has mostly been durable, play- 
ing 82 games three seasons and at 


least 72 in two others. He is owed 
nearly $28 million over the next 
two seasons. 

Ariza, 26, has bounced around 
New York, Orlando, the Los Angeles 
Lakers, Houston and New Orleans 
in his seven-year career, posting 
career averages of 9.0 points and 
4.4 rebounds. He averaged 10.8 
points and 5.2 rebounds last year. 

Lewis, the second-highest play- 
er in the NBA, had a disappoint- 
ing stint in Washington after arriv- 
ing in December 2010 in a deal 
that shipped Gilbert Arenas to 
Orlando. He had his worst season 
since his rookie year last season, 
averaging 7.8 points, michael lee

Commissioners join 
together to figure out 
a plan for a playoff 

College Football 

Mike Slive wants to come away 
from the latest BCS meetings with 
his fellow commissioners ready to 
pitch a four-team playoff to the uni- 
versity presidents. 

The Southeastern Conference 
commissioner, the leaders of the 
10 other major college football 
leagues and Notre Dame’s ath- 
letic director were back in Chi- 
cago on Wednesday for another 
round of talks about creating two 
national semifinals that would lead 
to a title game. This is the sixth 
formal meeting this year on the 
future of the Bowl Championship 


Series, and the second in Chicago 
in about a week.

“I expect we’ll continue to 
make good progress on the four- 
team playoff,” Slive said before the 
meeting started. “We’d like to get 
as far as we need to get to make a 
comprehensive presentation to our 
presidents next week.” 

Slive told reporters the com- 
missioners don’t need to com- 
plete every detail of a plan for a 
new postseason before they break 
up on Thursday, echoing what Big 


Ten Commissioner Jim Delany told 
reporters earlier. 

“My hope is that we come out 
with a consensus on a four-team 
playoff model and what it looks 
like,” Slive said. 

Some talk of a so-called plus- 
one has crept back into the con- 
versations about the future of col- 
lege football’s postseason since the 
April meetings in Florida, when 
for the first time the commission- 
ers all acknowledged that a four- 
team playoff was the way they 
were headed. 

The plus- one is different from 
the current system in that the 
championship game matchup is 
set after the major bowl games 
are played. But there are no semi- 
finals, so it’s not a four-team play- 
off, something Slive has wanted

An On-Air Meltdown 


Aaron Sorkin Lapses 
into self-parody on

Aaron Sorkin’s “The Newsroom,” 
the big new series of the summer 
that premieres Sunday at 10 p.m. on 
HBO, fails to meet the high expec- 
tations that greet it, save one: It is 
crammed with incessant jibber- 
jabber. 

Characters never stop speech- 
ifying to one another, replacing 
believable dialogue with that unmis- 
takably Sorkinesque logorrhea of 
righteous self-importance. “The 
Newsroom” is principally concerned 
with how American society has been

ruined by the blaring insipidity of 
our 24/7 media culture. 

JefiFDaniels stars as WiU McAvoy, 
a straight-down-the-middle prime- 
time anchor on a straight-down-the- 
middle cable news network. While 
sitting on one of those state-of-jour- 
nalism panel discussions at North- 
western University, McAvoy snaps 
when a wide-eyed student asks him 
what makes America great. 

His answer is long, contrarian 


and witheringly mean to the young 
woman — a cathartic release for the 
“kids today” crowd. Rather than 
meet his remarks with applause, the 
twittersphere collectively blows Will 
a raspberry. In a moment of man- 
agerial crisis control, he goes on a 
brief sabbatical. 

When he returns, his 8 p.m. show, 
“News Night,” undergoes a complete 
makeover.
